• Applicant recites in Amendment filed on 03/21/2005: a A phone interview with 
the Examiner was initiated by Applicant Agent, Kader Gacem, on March 1, 
2005. During the interview, Applicant's Agent remarked to the Examiner that 
the claimed partial insulating layer is provided in the tip region rather than in 
the rear end region of the thin film magnetic head. As such, the claimed partial 
insulating layer is distinct from Heim's insulating layer 12 relied upon by the 
Examiner as a basis for the 35 USC 102(b) rejection of Claim 1. Applicant's 
Agent further suggested amending Claim 1 to clarify the position of the claimed 
partial insulating layer in the thin film magnetic head. The Examiner 
acknowledged the distinction between these two insulating layers, and 
acquiesced that the suggested amendment of Claim 1 would put the application 
in condition for allowance." Examiner had never acquiesced that the suggested 
amendment of Claim 1 would put the application in condition for allowance.
